SELECT COUNCIL. 

PITTSHUIIGH, April 7, 1884. 

On Monday, the seventh day of April, A. D. 
1884, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, Tlie mem¬ 
bers and members-elect of the Helect Coun¬ 
cil of the City of Pittsburgh convened in the 
Select Council (’lianiber,in'said City, agreeable 
to the Act of Incorporation and the supple¬ 
ments thereto.

said act. 

This act requires that two citizens shall 


notify me in writing of the existence of such 
unsafe and dangerous building. 

The trouble I experience is In having such 
complaint. Without this, I am advised, I can 
take no action. 

I will at all times do my best to protect the 
persons and property of the citizens, but there 
seems to be an unwillingness on the part of 
those who complain to put the same In writ¬ 
ing.

After making said surveys and 
plans said cities shall provide by ordinance 
for the construction of any one or more 
sewers in conformity therewith, and shall let 
the work to be done in the manner now pro¬ 
vided by laIV for other contract work for said 
cities. 

That for the purpose of paying 
for said surveys and plans, and for the con¬ 
struction of said sewers, the said cities of the 
second class are hereby authorized and em- 
pow'ered, annually hereafter, to levy and 
collect a tax. in tlie same manner that other 
city taxes are levied and collected, not to ex¬ 
ceed two mills on the dollar of the then last 
valuation of the city liable to assessment for 
said city taxation; provided, however, that 
no contract for the construction of any sewer 
shall be for any greater amount in any one 
year than the amount estimated to be realized 
in said year from .said millage that may be 
levied, and provided that all other sewers be 
constructed and paid for in the manner noiv 
provided by law*.

O entlemen In vle\v of t he fact that Aslat ic 
cholera has been for some month prevailing 
extensively In several of the countries of Eu¬ 
rope, and of the great danger of this country 
being visited by the same disease during the 
coining year, your Board of Health desire here- 
w'lth to lay before your Honorable bodies srnne 
plain facts concerning the sanitary condition 
of Pittsburgh and to suggest a few Important 
measures W'hich, In their opinion, should be 
Immediately adopted, in order to Insure at 
least a comparative Immunity from contagi¬ 
ous or Infectious diseases. 

The history of the epidemic In Fmnce, Italy 
and Spain has clearly developed the fact that 
it Is much more virulent In form in those cities 
and communities which ^ve the least atten¬ 
tion to sanitary matters. The question arises, 
then, is the sanitary condition of our city 
such that we could successfully combat any 
malignant or pestilential disease. To this w'e 
would reply that while in some respects Pitts¬ 
burgh compares favorably with other cities 
from a sanitary standpoint, yet In many other 
respects it is sadly deficient. One of the de¬ 
ficiencies referred to Is the lack of proper sew'- 
erageand drainage In at least tw’o sections of

At present, when roinoved, It Is 
done either by the residents themselves, and 
undercover of darkness, deposited upon the 
streets, alleys, byways, wharves, and vacant 
lots, or by lrres|K)nslble parties w'ho for a mea¬ 
gre pittance, remove It by means, w’holly In- 
Mufliclent for such purpose, and deposit what 
Is left of the load being carried away (much 
of w hich Is spilled upon the public streets) at 
the nearest duiii]), wlierc, under the effect of 
the elements, the miasm or odor arising ft*om 
Its de<H>inposltlon permeates the entire local¬ 
ity for squares around, thus cr<‘atlng a fruitful 
source of disease. 

That there Is no pla<;e In a city where such 
material ran be deposited with safety U) the 
eornmunity Is a fact which has been verified 
time and again, here and elsewhere. But, It 
may Iw asked, why not require housekeepers 
lo burn such material? The reply Is: This 
mmie of disposal would be as dlnlcult to en- 
foreo as the present one, as each Individual 
housekeeper would still have to be dealt with.

regulations relative thereto, W’hile under the - ; 
pn'wud system, or rather fark of system, 
each family In the city must 1)0 under sani¬ 
tary surveillance. The material itself is of 
H<>tne value, and In the hands of a contractor j 
could l>e utilized, while at present Its disposal ; 
Is an utter waste. 

The method referred to Is that adopted by a 
mtdorityof the other large cities In thfseountry 
and is found, w here properly conducted, to be 
productive or the most desirable results. ! 

The Board of Healte Is already authorized 
by Act of Assembly to enter Into a contract 
for the removal of ashes, and garbage, as afore- 
.S4ild, but without the necessarr funds for that 
purpose enn do nothing. 

For the very important reasons set forth in 
the foregoing we would respectfully urge upon 
yr)ur Honorable bodies that Imnredlate action 
iH* taken w hich will place our city in such sani¬ 
tary condition that in the event of cholera 
making its apix‘arance in our midst we may 
l)e prepared to <f)mbat It with some assurance 
of success. I

To the Finance Oimmittee of Ciiy Councils: 

Your Special Committee, to which was re¬ 
ferred a large number of petitions for exoner¬ 
ation from taxes cm real estate, respectfully 
report that they find that the petitioners base 
their claim for relief on several ditforent 
grounds, viz. r 

For over assessment In value of land; 

For improiwr classification; 

For excessive valuation of new buildings; 

For property taken for streets; 

For duplicate assessments; 

For clerical errors. 

In order U> properly understand the power 
and duty of the Councils in relation to these 
i)etitlons It Is necessary to consider the law 
governing the assessment of prr>perty for taxes 
in the city. 

The system of the city is Intimately con¬ 
nected with and controlled to a very great 
extent by that of the (rounty, and It Is there¬ 
fore necessary to consider the county mode of 
assessing. 


Under the law, each ward of the clty,as well 
as every township In the county, clt^ctH one 
chief und two assistant asHessors. In the dis¬ 
charge of their duties those assessors, once 
every three years, visit and value each piece 
of property in their ward or town ship, and 
give to the owner of each piece of property 
assessi'd a written notice of the day of appeal, 
which appeal is heard by the CommIssloners 
of the county on the day appointed, the owner 
of the property being heard on the one part 
and the Chief Assessor on the other, and the 
decision is jnade by the Coiiimlssloners. 

In this manner the value of each piece of 
l>roperty in each ward Is fixed and ast'crtalncd 
after a proper hearing, and is entered c^n the 
county duplicate, and fixes the valuation of 
all property then valued for the ensuing three 
years. 

But It Is the duty of the Ward or Township 
Assessors, In the fall of each Intennedlate 
year, to go over their district and to make re¬ 
turn of any buildings or improvements that 
liave been erected since the previous assess¬ 
ment, and to assess or value them, with notice 
to the owner of the valuation and the day of 
appeal as before. 

In this manner the duplicates of the county 
set forth the separate and total valuation of 
the property In tlie county every three years 
and the additions or property destroyed in the 
intermediate years. 

In order to prev'ent the County Assessors of 
any ward or township from making a valua¬ 
tion of the property therein at low valuations 
thereof, In order to escape taxation, the County 
Commissioners are re(iulred to organize tlnun- 
selves Into a Board of llcvislon and Equaliza¬ 
tion, and having been sworn before the Judges 
of the (^ourt, sit as a Board of Uevision and 
Equalization for the whole county, including 
the wards of the city. 

We have thus provided a system of assess¬ 
ment, with notice and hearing, with nn ulti¬ 
mate appeal to court, aud a Board of Ecjual- 
Izers to prevent one locality from having any 
advantage over another. 

Ill connection with this system the law pro¬ 
vides that the (Mty Board of Assessors shall 
take the county duplicates of the triennial as¬ 
sessment and If they find any property cir Im¬ 
provements in the city not already thereon, 
they are to add them, to the list of property in 
the city until they get the property In the city 
accurately described, so that the same may lie 
valued and assessed by them. After having 
perfected the description of all the property In 
the city, and valued and classified the same, 
the said assessed value and classification sholi 
remain until the next triennial assessment. 
They being required In the intermediate j^ears 
to add any new Improvements that may 
have been returned by the Local Assessors to 
the county, or that they may find out them¬ 
selves, as having been made and finished 
when making up the annual valuation, and 
to make deductions on account of property 
destroyed. 

These are the only duties and powers of the 
Board of Assessors under the law, as is clearly 
set forth in the opinion of the learned City 
Attorney, which Is herewith returned. And as 
appears in said opinion, the Board have no 
power under the law to grant any exoneration 
whatever. 

The greater number of the petitions befon* 
your committee are accompanied by certifi¬ 
cates of exoneration fron» the Board of As¬ 
sessors, and as the triennial assessment was In 
1H83, the parties either paid the tax that year, 







or wore exonerated, contrary U> law, and 
rea])ed an udvuniugu tliey were not entitled 
to. 

The Ordinance reunlallng Uic lioard of Ah- 
«eKKor« waH Jiot In force In JSKl, and an the Act 
of 1875 giveH to the ConncllH the power to 
compel the city ofllcern to do their duty, tJie 
Ordinance wuh puHHcd tor t he purjK>Me (»f <*oin- 
j)elllngthein to comply with the law, aw above 
Htat.ed, to keej) the uu])HcaU;H open to all cltl- 
TiCiiN, an<l rtMiuire projH*r notIe<! of a day of 
hearing to the party who 1m about to be Uixed, 

The Ordinance being In force this year pre- 
vcnte<l the ac<x;ptance hy the City TreaHurer 
of any exonerutioiiH, and the attention of the 
<!ouiicjls and the attention (»f the public Im 
<' alled for the fir«t tljne, officially, to tiie want 
of elH<;iency, the ignorance of the law, and the 
illogaJ liberality of the Hoard of AssoHsorH In 
tlie dlNtrlhution of favoi’M. 

As many of the pctltlouM for exoneration 
were referred to the Coiumlttee on Ai>peals, 
and as many are being presented at each 
meeting of CouncllH, the total amount that 
may be a«ked for this year cannot now be as¬ 
certained. 

Hut as the Ordinance was not In force last 
year, and exonerations were issued by the 
Hoard, and received by the Troasiirer as so 
mueh money, without question as b) their va¬ 
lidity, tiiesum total thus granted will not (mly 
show tlie necessity for the (Ordinance, but will 
also piv>ve the entire unfltneso of the then 
orticers of the Hoard for the discharge of their 
duties. 

Tlie v'a I nation of tJie whole city at the trlen- 
jdal as.scssment In 188^1, as returned to the 
Councils, and reiK)rtod to tlie Controller, was 
$ 118 , 808 , 1110 . 

The valuation in 1884, being an intermediate 
year, Is 8^118,010,005, being ^N),(M)5 less than last 
year, notwithsUindlng the large number and 
great value of the buildings that were erected. 
In addition to this loss there were Individual 
exonerations issued amounting in the aggre¬ 
gate to tlie enormous sum of 878,05.8.81. 

This, M'ith the salaries and expenses of the 
oftlco, vIk. : 818,0(K), made the cf)st of that office 
to the city last year nearly one hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars. 

The exiKiudituve of 818.(K)0 per year for the 
j)urpoHe, under the Intention of the law, to 
procure a Just and equalized valuation of the 
taxable property of the citizens. 

The Board has the advantage of the county 
duplicates made up from actual obser\’ation 
by the Local Assessors. They have the plans 
of the city lots in detail, furnished them at a 
great expense, and they could have their own 
observations, and yet with all this data they 
either make mistokes in one year to the 
amount of nearly eighty thousand dollars, or 
else granted exonerations to that amount 
where no mistake was made. 

The expenditure of this large sum of money 
in the expenses of the Board of City Assessors 
1ft of very little service to the (immunity even 
if the duties are well discharged. And the 
unlawful exercising of a power of granting 
exonerations at the pleasure of the Hoard, or 
its Individual members, opens a door for fraud 
and pfKiulation, and reduces the office to a 
mere polUlcal machine. 

The County Commissioners are a Board of 
Kquallzatton to correct errors by Ijocal Assess¬ 
ors, and to prevent one io(rallty from being 
taxed t<K> low. 

The City Hoard, Instead of acting Jointly 
over the whole city, divided the territory int(» 


throe districts : Mr. Kulton taking the old city, 
Mr. J>jirkins the hiast Knd,und Air. Wenkc the 
Houth Side, 

Hy this division of duty tlic intent of tiic 
law to prevent dlscrlmlimtlon In favor of one 
lot!allty assgalnstotiiers, Is n?ndori‘d nugatory 
and the liability to uiieciiml usscssments, rc- 
inovuhle by tlie County ('oinmlsslonei’s, is 
again restored hy the Hoard <if (Mty AsKesHors. 
Willie tlie City CouncllH have no autliorlty to 
make or change asseHsments or to grant exon¬ 
erations wlicj’c* legal assessments have been 
made, yet the city I'unnot legally or Justly re¬ 
ceive or rxdain money paid as ta.xes wnere no 
prop<^rtj' existed on which u tax could be lev¬ 
ied, <ir whore property was Illegally Uixwi. 

Tiio Local Assessors return eacli fall to the 
cfjunty dupliciitcs the buildings that liave 
lieen finished in their districts, and the City 
Hoard each winter have tliese returns on tJie 
duplieules furnished them by the county. 

Hut tile Hoard this year procured from the 
Building InwiK'ctor a list of all the j>ennlts 
granted hy him during 188^1, together with tiie 
contract price of tJie building. 

They then assessed the with thesv* 

Imlldings without stating what particular lot 
they were on, and at the contract price or 
val uo. 

In cases l)efore your comn\ltt-ce the Jx>cal 
Asscsw>r liad jnade tlie proper return of the 
buildings he had found erected, t hey had gone 
Into the county and city duplicates, and were 
iqjalii valued and assessed to the owners from 
the list of permits, and In some cases aa.se.sH- 
ments were made on the strength of the per¬ 
mits where tlic owners of projierty ha<l 
changed tlieir minds ai\d did not build the 
houses. 

The law requires the Ixical Assessors and 
the Hoard of Assessors to assess property at 
its wish value—wliat It would bring at a fair 
.sale. Hut this year the City Hoard, having 
obtained from the Building Inspector the cou' 
tnict price, assessed the houses at that valua¬ 
tion, while a similar house, built only a year 
before, was assessed at its f*ash value under 
the legal rule, and, as many instances will 
show, houses of about the same vjilue, In the 
same nelghlK>rhwd, show a difference in the 
as.sessed value of about ,50 per cent, in favor of 
one a year or two old. 

Many of the jietitioners complain of the 
over valuation and classification of their proj)- 
erty, but as the law makes the Hoard tlic only 
Judges of those questions, your committee can 
see no remedy but at the next triennial as¬ 
sessment, wlien the parties (an appeal to tlie 
Ifoard or afterwards to the Court. 

As to the clerical error coses the (councils, 
under the Act of 1875, can direct the Hoard to 
make tlie corre<Jtion necessary to show tlie 
true valuatl(jn. 

In the eases of duplicate assessments tlie 
city Is claiming taxes from property that has 
no existence. 

In cases where the proi>erty has been actu¬ 
ally Uiken by the city for street purposes, the 
former owner should not l>e taxed. 

In ca^OR where new buildings have ls:*en as¬ 
sessed at the contract price, and their true 
value has since been assessed by the Board, 
the city should deal Justly with the owners, 
because this year they received no notice, as 
now required by the Ordinance, and she 
.should release the certified ex(iess. 

Your committee would therefore respectfully 
recommend the udoiJtlon by the Councils of 
tlie following

Dear Hir— In order to aid as far ns possible 
your committee and CoumJls In settling the 
question as to the power and duty of llie Hoard 
of Assessors in granting relief by way of ex¬ 
onerations, I respectfully submit to you my 
opinion: 

First—The Act of Assembly of May 14, 1874, 
(I’amphletliaws 158) enacts “That all churches, 
meeting-houses, or other regular places of stat¬ 
ed worship, all burial grounds not used or held 
for private or corporate profit, all hospitals, uni¬ 
versities, colleges, seminaries, academic^, as- 
sociatloiis and institutions of learning, benev¬ 
olence, or charity, and all scJiool-houses, &e.. 
be and the same are liereby exempted from all 
and every county, city, borough, bounty, road, 
school and poor ttix.” 

Second—The Act of Assembly of May 5,1876, 
(Pamphlet Laws 124), creating the B<mrd of As¬ 
sessors, makes no provision whatever for any 
exojieration, and contains no clause giving 
any such power to the Hoard. It i)rovides tliat 
the Hoard shall take as the basis of the assess¬ 
ment the assessments as returned by the Ward 
Assessor to the County Commissioners. Tiiat 
they shall have ixiwcr to revise, equalize, or 
alt<;r such assessments, and to add any subject 
of taxation omitted therefrom. Tliat they 
shall hear and determine all appeals with the 
rlglit of the taxpayer to ai>peal tlierefrom to 
tile Court of Common Pleas. 

When the Hoard shall have thus altered and 
amended the list of all taxable property so as 
to arrive at Its true cash value, they shall ag¬ 
gregate the amount of the value of the entire 
property of the city, which valuation shall re¬ 
main the lawful valuation for purposes of city 
taxation until the Hoard of Assessors have 
classHied it with the tliroe rates of taxation. 

Section 5, of the last cited Act, provides that 
"the said assessments when first made shall 
remain until the next triennial county valua¬ 
tion, subject only to such additions (that is 
where improvements are made) and transfers 
that Is when the ownership changes) and inci¬ 
dental alterations.” That Is, alterat ions in the 
des<Tlptiori of the subject matter of the taxa¬ 
tion, such as the alteration in the line.s, or 
quantity of land, or number of buildings, or 
any otljor alteration necessary to perfect the 
description of the property, or, as the Act has 
It, “necessary to perfect the assessment for 
each year’s tax levy.” And the Act enjoins 
the same duty In latennediate years. 

So that the Board have no other duties or 


powers except to make the assessment as 
nereln stated: 

First. To ascertain the character and de- 
SfTlidlon of the property from the county du¬ 
plicates. 

Hecond. To change the description therein 
in accordance with tlie facts as they may llnd 
them. 

Third. To classify the rate of taxation. 

Fourth. To hear appeals and certify appeals 
to court. 

Flftli. To make additions where there aro 
any made on the property. 

Hixth. To make transfers on their books 
where tlie property changes ownership. 

Seventh. And to make such Incidental al¬ 
terations in the description as may be uece.s- 
sary to perfect the description and assessment 
HO that the party assessed shall be taxed only 
on the correct amount of property owned by 
him.

SlK—I have carefully examined Die record, 
cvldenee and Heferee’s report in the ease of 
(leorge Trautman r.v. City of Pitt sin irgli and 
U. H. Jirowii f.v. the same, at Nos. 828 and 824 
Septeml>er Term, 1884, Common ideas No. 1, of 
this county, and at your reiiuest have cn- 
ileavored to find some gr<mn<i worth submit¬ 
ting to tlie Sujireme Court for tlie reversal of 
the jiulgmonts entered on tlic report of the 
Kefere(M>n the writs of error now p<‘tidlng. I 
grieve to Ik; eompeilod to.siiy tliat the record 
exhibits no ground on which there is the faint¬ 
est hop(‘ that tlie city cun escape the liability 
sr)Ught to l»e enforced In these actions. The 
lleferee fully sets out the Kast Hlrniinglinm 
Paving Act of 281 h of April, 18oiI, the eighth 
section of which aiithoriml a return to the 
(»wnerof the abutting jiroperty on the street 
improved under tlie act, c)f tl\e amount as¬ 
sessed and paid, to the extent of one-half of 
the borougij tax assessed in each year on the 
jiroperly atteeted; tlu; ordinance of the bor- 
oiigli of I^^ist H Inn Ingham, passed 14th of 
.August, I8<J8, the (’onsolidation Acts of 8th of 
April, 1K«7, andof IKiiS. and the acts of lOtli of 
May, 1871, and 8d of April, 1872, the proceed¬ 
ings of 122 .April Term, 1878, for the appoint¬ 
ment of a eoinmlsslon to ascertain the separ¬ 
ate Indebtedness of the various South Side 
l»oroughs,the report of theeommissioners and 
the ordinance of the consolidated city, passed

’ holder to tho extent of omyhalf of his borough 
, tuxes yearly. The eighth section was the* ait- 
come of a comjiromise after vloleiitopposltion 
to the hill wlien pemllng in tlic iiCgislatiire. I 
learned elghte<'n years ago that a very loose 
practice pn;vailed in allowing these credits 
’ and the reeitatUais In the ordinance of 14th of 
I August, 18({8, prov<5 Miat cr<;<lits had been al- 
iow<?d to jwoperty Iiohh'rs the extent of oiic- 
half their taxes, on Mils aeeoimt, of which the 
. borough had no reeortl. That onlliumce pro- 
i vhles for keeping a book of aeeountas resp(*ets 
1 tills matter and for the issuing ot bonds to 
• those who had paid doubt less a large sum of 
money had been lost to the borougli between 
. 1859 and 18tHI by the carelessness of collectors 

' and tiie want of official ac<*ouiitK; and the 
I lionds imKluccd In these cases, Issued under 
! the ordinance of J4th of August, Ui8i), show no 
credits. It is making an extraordinary draft 
on the credulity of any man to believe tliat 
the hohlers of tiieso bonds afterwards pa hi a 
full borough tax from 1888 to 1872 when they 
! had nothing to do Imt to present their bond 
and receive the credit, the bond bearing no in¬ 
terest and there being no possible motive for 
keei>ing it ba(;k as a money se(‘urlty. T do 
not, under these circumstances, believe, and I 
cannot believe tliat all tbc<daims presented to 
the Referee in these eases are just outstanding 
claims. But they have no creditsendorsc<i on 
them and no ovidonce is obtainable from re¬ 
cords of the borough or otherwise that a single 
bond i)rcsentod to the Uefereo ims been pui<l 
in wlu>lc or part by a credit <>f bori^iigli taxes. 
It Avas Impossible, therefore, for yovi to resist 
tlie claims as respeided tlie principal or fa<;e of 
the bonds. 

Is there any defense to the claim for interest ? 
It Avill be observed that the bondholder was 
entitled to a credit to the extent of one-half of 
his b^irough taxes assessed on oaeh lot abut¬ 
ting on the improved street in each year until 
the Avhole indebtedness shown by the bond 
was redeemed. This right. Avas taken nAA'ay by 
the ixmsolidation acts and provision Avas 
made for the payment of this Indebtedness 
witii tlie other indebtedness of the borough of 
Kast Rirmliigharn alia) by tlie IcA'y of a 

special tax. The official bewks of the borough 
of Kast Birmingham wore so loosely and iim<s 
curately keiit that the commissioners were 
not able to discover more than $2i),9o4.l8 of In¬ 
debtedness on this account, and actually got 
this Information from borougii officers and 
outside parties. Tlie eomiiiission confesses its 
inability to ascertain the true state of the ac¬ 
count, hut finds the whole borough indebted¬ 
ness, as nearly as could be ascertaliied, to lie 
S155,878,78, and rcctomm ended a special 
separate levy of fifteen mills for the 
pay me n t of th 1 s I ndebted nc.ss. 

*Tlie csairt a])proved the report of the coni- 
inissioners and actually ordered the levy, as 
the law required it to do. 7hU< waff the pre- 
vmo7i made by law for the fmyment of thU nep- 
arate indebtednens including the bondn referred 
tOf the reoiedy for which by an altoiennce of a 
credit on boroiigh had been taken away by 
law. Yet the (Uty Councils never executed 
the decree of tlie court by levying fifteen 
mills, but made a levy of about tAvo and one- 
half mills each .v’ear since the consolidation, 
about sufficient to pay tlie interest on the sei>- 
arate indebtedness of the borough of East 
Birmingham, which the Referee finds to 1)e at 
this day about tlie same as it was in 1872. *The 
position, therefore, of the holders of the iKinds 
in question is that of creditors who had a 
special remedy for the collection of their 
claims Avhich the law took aAvay, sulvstltutlng 
therefor another provision Intended to beef-

The evid<*nee disidoses that many f)f the 
bondhohlers jiresented tlieir bonds tf> tiie (’on- 
troller and demanded payment whieh was re¬ 
fused. Hut It was not necessary to prove a de¬ 
mand to entitle them to reeover interest, for 
the speeinl remedy provided l)y law foi’ the 
payment of tlieir elaims had been taken away 
by"law and no means had bemi proviileil for 
the payment of tlieir elaims, in faet, by an ad- 
<‘c|uate tax levy. The (’ontrolha* I’oiild not ]ia.v 
them, luivinj? no fun<l appliealile to that i>ur- 
pose, and the laiv does not re<inireamnn to 
do u vain thins making demand to whieh 
nothing tait refusal must eome. So the ease 
is cxaetly the satne as the ease of a l>ond jiay- 
able say in live years, without interest; five' 
years having fully elapsed, the oldigation 
bears Interest like any other. It is a mere 
waste of money and time to fiirtlu^r re.sist the 
payment of interest on these bond.s, if, as is 
apparent, nosuceessfill defense can be made 
to the recovery of the principal, and I so ad¬ 
vise you.

In answer to these questions I respectfully 
say: 

On December 20tl:i, 188H, I sent to the special 
committee on South Side Water Supply the 
following opinion: 

“ Your communication of December 3d inst. 
asking my opinion as to the right of the city 
to extend its water pipes on the streets of tlie 
South Side wards now occupied by Monoiiga- 
hela Water Company has received careful ex¬ 
amination. 

In my opinion the City of Pittsburgh is 
clothed with full power and authority to e.x- 
tend its water pipes through, over and under 
all the streets, lanes and alleys within the cor¬ 
porate limits, and, in some Instances, beyond. 
There is no exclusive privilege granted the 
Monongahela Water Company to occuy tiie 

Nothing has since occurred to change the 
foregoing opinion. 

Tlie Monongahela Water Company was in¬ 
corporated by Act of Assembly approved 
April 21st, 1855. 

its general grant of power is * * * * 

“Whereupon the Governor shall, by letters 
patent, under his hand and the seal of the 
commonwealth, create and constitute the sub¬ 
scribers, * * * tlieir successors and assigns 
into a body politic and corporate In deed and 
in law, by the name, style and title of “The 
Monongahela Water Company;” and by the 
name, style and title tlie subscribers shall 
have perj)etual succession, with all the privi¬ 
leges, immunities and franchises incident to a 
corporation; and be able to sue and be sued, 
implead and be impleaded in all courts of re¬ 
cord or elsewliere, <&c. I’rovided, that nothing 
herein contained .shall be construed as, in any 
vray, giving to said corporation any banking 
privileges, or any other privileges, liberties or 
franchises, but such as may bo necessary, con¬ 
venient or Incident to the distribution and 
supplying of water to tiie citizen.^ of the bor¬ 
ough of liirmingham, East Birmingham and 
South Pittsburgh, as hereinafter mentioned.” 

The seventh section of the act also declares 
“That said company shall have power to raise 
and introduce into the boroughs of Birming¬ 
ham, East Birminglvam and South Pittsburgh, 
* ♦ ♦ a sufficient supply of Monongahela 

river water for the use of the inhabitants of 
said boroughs; and for this purpose the said 
company shall have full authority to provide, 
erect and maintain all necessary and proper 
buildings, works, machinery and reservoirs. 
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and to convey water from «aid river In con¬ 
duit pipes or otlierwise, through any public 
or private grounds, roads, streets or alloys, 
* « <c « and for said purpose the said eoiii- 
paiiy shall, at all Uiiich, have authority, by 
themselves or their agents, to enter uuon, dig 
and lay pipes In and through all lands, 
grounds and Inclosurcs, public or private, ana 
also shall, at all times, have liberty to dig and 
lay pipes In and along the streets, roads and 
highways of the said boroughs ♦ * * and 
the said pipes, wheresoever laid, to renew and 
repiiir as clreumstances may require.” 

It will thus be seen the act ccmtalns no limi¬ 
tation upon the legislature to Incorporate any 
other company having the same object in 
view, nor does It vest in this company an ex¬ 
clusive privilege within the territory de¬ 
scribed. 

Section ten of the Act of April ({. 
(Slagle’s Digest, page 28,) declares: “The eor- 

{ )oratlon (to wit, the City of Pittsburgh,) shall 
lave power to provide for a supply of water by 
the construction and regulation of wells, 
pumps, cisterns, reservoirs or water works, 
&c.” 

The Act of March In, 1871, Fainp. i^aws, 
page 368, declares, “That the City of Pittsburgh 
shall be and hereby Is authorized to purchase 
or otherwise procure any and all lands situate 
in the County of Allegheny which may be 
necessary for the construction of basins, build¬ 
ings. machinery, and for laying water pipes 
for tne purpose of procuring a lull and ample 
supply of water to accommodate the present 
and anticipated growth and extension of said 
city and neighborhood.” 

I am therefore of opinion that the City of 
Pittsburgh may extend and lay down water 
pipes within any portion of the district here¬ 
inbefore named, without incurring risk or 
danger. Of course such pipes must be laid 
with a view to the use and occupation of the 
streets wherein the Monongahela Water Com¬ 
pany have already laid their jiipe. 

As to the question of the effect of the con¬ 
tract of Dennis L<ing & Co, on any other con¬ 
tract to be made with the city and other imr- 
Mes, I am of opinion liOng & Co.’s contract will 
not Interfere. I do not know upon, what 
grt>und Dong & Co. can interpose, successfully, 
against the city entering into another con¬ 
tract. To avoid, however, all question of lia¬ 
bility, I would advise the committee, in case 
<>t inaKing another contract, that it be con¬ 
ditioned on the delivery of the pipes after the 
19th day of April next, at which time the con¬ 
tract of Long & Co. will expire by limitation.

—I return you here¬ 
with a proposed Ordinance of the City Coun¬ 
cils regarding the opening of Gardner alley to 
Forty-fourth street. I can suggest no inetltod 
by whicli this aliey can be given to public use 
at present. I have not the power to rciinqulsli 
vested rights of the United States nor to In¬ 
volve It In debt to the city. Congress alone 
can do it. 

The spring from which the entire Arsenal Is 
supplied is a very valuable one and more in¬ 
jury would ensue from opening tbcalley with¬ 
out costly preparations than benefit to the 
public. The United States owns the entire 
spring property, Including the house protect¬ 
ing the reservoir. Under tlie original deed 
{1836) the United States were erajmwered to 
erect and maintain whatever buildings, reser¬ 
voirs, &c., might be deemed necessary to se¬ 
cure the water. The State of Pennsylvania 
granted exclusive jurisdiction over the whole 
to the United States, 

If I be furnished with an estimate of the 
cost to the United States for grading the alley, 

I will add to it my own estimate of cost of 
alterations to buildings, apparatus, drains, <fec., 
rendered necessary by the filling of the alley, 
to preserve the spring from contamination 
and to keep it in good order, and submit the 
whole to the War Department for the action 
of the next Congress, 

This alley is only half a block in length now 
and easy of ac<‘ess at l)oth ends. There is no 
ipressing necessity for continuing it to Forty- 
lourth street.

He 
asked me to retnove the mask, to which J re¬ 
sponded “certainly," but owing to it being 
held in its place by several small steel bands, 
it took, me some time to unloose all of them, 
when one of tlieotllcers tliinking I w'as rather 
slow in taking It off, ruslied up belilnd me 
and caught the mask, twisting and pulling

Gentlemen" In view of the fact that Asiatic 
cholera has been for some month prevailing 
extensively in several of the countries of Eu¬ 
rope, and of the great danger of this country 
being visited by the same disease during the 
coming year, 3 'our Board of Health desire nere- 
■with to laj’’ before your Honorable bodies some 
plain facts concerning the sanihiry condition 
of Pittsburgh and to suggest a few important 
measures which, in their opinion, should be 
immediately adopted, In order to insure at 
least a comparative immunity from contagi¬ 
ous or infectious diseases. 

Tiie history of the epidemic in France, Italy 
aiid Spain has clearly developed the fact that 
it is much more virulent in form in those cities 
and communities which give the least atten¬ 
tion to sanitary matters. The question arises, 


then, is the sanitary condition of our city 
such tiiat wo could successfully combat any 
malignant or pcstllGTtllal disease. To tills wc 
would reply that wliile in some respects Pitts- 
t>urgii compares favorat)ly witii otlier cities 
froin a sanitary shitidpolnt, yet in many otlier 
respects It is sadly deficient. One of the do* 
fli'lencles referred to Is the lack of proper r<!W- 
erugeaiid drainage In at least two sections of 
tiie city, namely, tlie East Knd and Houth Hide, 
which is a prolific kouwc of sucli dfseascH as 
typhoid fever, dlplitherla, See, Tills is a suli- 
jeet f-o whicii your attention has been directed 
several times iiy the Board of Health, and we 
are pl(‘ased to know tliat some utdlon has 
been taken tow'urd remedying the evil. An- 
otlier matter, and a very Important one, is the 
nuisance arising from the many slaugiitcr- 
liouses scattered throughout tlie city, many 
of wiiich are of tiiemselves nuisances of tlie 
worst character, but which the Board of Hoaltli, 
owing to lack of authority, i.s not able to abate 
In the only i)r(>per and eftectlve w’ay—that is 
by removing tliem from the city limits. 

The concentration of the business of slaught¬ 
ering at one or more abliatoirs, proix'rly lo¬ 
cated, Isa subfect which has engaged the at¬ 
tention of the Board of Health for a numl>er of 
years, and in regard to which they have re¬ 
peatedly communicated with you. Wc are 
firmly of the opinion that the only w’ay to 
remedy this evil is in the manner above indi¬ 
cated. 

Another and most important measure to 
which we desire to direct your special atten¬ 
tion is the proper disposal of kitchen garbage 
and offal. At present, when removed, it is 
done either by the residents themselves, and, 
under cover of darkness, deposited upon the 
streets, alleys, byways, wharves, and vacant 
lots, or by Irresponsible parties wdio for a mea¬ 
gre pittance, remove it by means wholly In¬ 
sufficient for sucli purpose, and deposit w’hat 
is left of the load being carried away (much 
of W'hich is si)Illed upon the public streets) at 
tlie nearest dump, where, under the effect of 
the elements, the miasm or odor arising from 
its decomposition permeates the entire hical- 
Ity for sf^iiares around, thus creating a fruitful 
source ot disease. 

That there is no place in a city w’hcre such 
material can he deposited with safety to the 
community is a fact w'hich has been verified 
time and again, here and elsewhere. But. It 
may be asked, why not require housekeopers 
to burn such material? The reply is: This 
mode of disposal would be as dinicult to en¬ 
force as the present one, as each Individual 
housekeeper w'ould still have to be dealt with. 

In the opinion of the Board of Health the 
only proper and feasible method for the re¬ 
moval of this material is by the contract sys 
tern, which w'oulcl include its deposit outside 
the city limits, and should be removed at reg¬ 
ular intervals throughout the year. Under 
this plan the contractor would be the party re¬ 
sponsible for any failure to comply wdth tlu* 
regulations relative thereto, w"hile under the 
present system, or rather luck of system, 
each family in the city must be under sani¬ 
tary surveillance. The material itself Is of 
some value, and in the hands of a contractor 
could be utilized, while at present Its disixisal 
is an utter W'aste. 

The method referred to is that adopted by a 
majority of the other large cities in this country 
and is found, w'here properly conducted, to be 
productive of the most desirable results. 

The Board of Health is already authorized 
by Act of Assembly to enter into a contract 
for the removal of ashes, and garbage, ns afore¬ 
said, but without the necessary funds for that 
purpose can do nothing.

The reoordH of our City Government exhibit 
on therollR the names of inanv citizens dlstln- 
Kulshed In buslnesH In Its various branches in 
the professions and In the public service, State 
and National, who have, In tli© past, served In 
the Councils of the City of Pltlsburjfh, brlnif- 
lnf{ into the business of municipal lejfislation 

§ reat ability and matured Judf^ntent and wls- 
om. Home of these are still amon^ us, but 
the seal of death has been Impressed upon the 
closed earthly record of the Krcat majority: 
and it Is eminently flUlng that we shouid 
make and preserve suitable memorials of the 
personal worth and public services of those 
who have preceded us In the public trusts we 
now fill. 

Thomas J. Bigham, who was a member of 
this Council from the first Monday of April, 
1878 to the first Monday of April, 1882, died on 
the 9th day of November, 1884, In his seventy- 
fifth year. A native of Pennsylvania, born In 
the County of Westmoreland, educated at 
Jefferson College in the County of Washington, 
and having been admitted to the Pittsburgh 
Bar In 1837, he continued the practice of law, 
with success and distinction, until about ten 
years ago, with intervals of absence as a mem¬ 
ber of the Legislature, of the Revenue Board 
of the State and as Commissioner of Statistics. 
He was elected a ^presentatlve from this 
county to the General Assembly of Pennsyl¬ 
vania In 1845, was re-elected lor several suc¬ 
cessive terms in the same House, and alto¬ 
gether served about twelve years In the Senate 
and House of Representatives of this State. 
Serving upon the ways and Means, Judiciary 
and other important committees, his attention 
was early directed to the financial and revenue 
system of the Commonwealth and he became 
known throughout the whole State as a sound, 
capable and industrious legislator. The farm¬ 
ers and landowners are Indebted to Mr. Big- 
ham for the removal of tax on land for State 
purposes, and the substitution of taxation of 
corporations, to raise the needed revenue for 
the maintenance of the State Government. 
He drafted and secured the passage of many 
of the most important acts amending and ex¬ 
tending the municipal powers of the City of 
Pittsburgh, among which are the Consolidation 
Acts of 18(F7 and 1888. His thorough acquaint¬ 
ance with the subjects of revenue and taxation 
were demonstrated during the period of bis 
service as a member of this Council. A careful 
examination of the law relative to the taxation 
of the property of railroad companies had 
satisfied him that these corporations were liable 
to taxation to a larger extent than had been 
practiced; and legal proceedings which he ad¬ 
vised and urged, resulted recently In the col¬ 
lection, after considerable litigation, of about 
three hundred thousand dollars from railroad 
corporations in this city. 

Mr. Bigham devoted much time to the pros¬ 
ecution of scientific and historical studies. 
His lectures on Geology, and on the “ Pioneers 
of Western Pennsylvania,”—remembered by 
some of our older citizens—won for him con¬ 
siderable reputation. His favorite historical 
researches were connected with the annals of 
the State of Pennsylvania, and e.speclaUy of 
the Western settlements. Many valuable con¬ 
tributions from his pen on this subject have 
been published and are familiar to those who 
have given attention to the subject. It has 
been said that Mr. Bigham, some years ago, 
purposed writing a history of Pennsylvania, 
and that he had collected much valuable ma¬ 


terial and made extensive researches with 
lliat view. 

The ap)K>intmont of CominlsHioner of Htatis- 
ticK of tne Ht4ite of I*enn sylvan la was timdcred 
to him by Governor Hart ran ft, not us a politi¬ 
cal reward, but as a recognition of his great 
ability and attuiniiients, especially in the di¬ 
rection of the IndUHtrles, ifiaiiufactwring, ug- 
rlculturnl, mercantile ana mining of this great 
Common wealth. Pew eltlzciis of tills HUite 
have shown more devotion to Its interests than 
our late fellow-member. 

Mr. Bigham was characterized by large na^ 
tive ability, patient industry in research in the 
fields to which his tastes attracted him, and 
sound and discriminating Judgment especially 
on matters of public concern. No one who 
knew him well doubts that had he given the 
Axil force of his intellect, Mdth steady attention, 
to the practice of his profession, he would 
have reached a very distinguished rank at the 


nave reacnea a very distmguisnca rang at tne 
bar. But he had too much public spirit and 
too much taste and aptitude for public affairs 
to be content in the comparatively narrow 
walls of professional life. 

Socially, he was frank, entertaining and 
very instructive In conversation, but decided in 
his views into the expression of which he often 
carried the enthusiasm which generally at¬ 
tends thorough conviction. He was a g<x>d 
citizen and an estimable man. 

We extend to his widow and children our 
sincere sympathy In their affliction, and this 
Council now orders that this minute be entered 
on its records In public recognition and as an 
enduring memorial of the merits and services 
of our late fellow-member.

Business from Select Council. 

S.C. No. 574. 

To the Finance Committee of CUy Omndle: 

•rYour Special Committee, to which was re- * 
ferredalaige number of petitions for exoner¬ 
ation from taxes on real estate, respectfully 
reportthat they find that the petitioners base 
their claim for relief on several different 
grounds, viz: 

For over-assessment in value of land; 

For Improper classification; 

For excessive valuation of new buildings; 


* For property taken for streets; 

For duplicate assessments; 

For clerical errors. 

In order to properly understand the power 
and duty of the Councils in relation to tiu-se 
petitionH it is necessary to cHHisidcr tho iaw 
governing the assessment of property for taxes 
In the city. 

The system of the city Is intimately con¬ 
nected wJtli and controlled to a very great 
extent by that of tlie county, and It is tliere- 
Ibre necessary to consider the county mode of 
assessing. 

Under the law, cxich ward of the city, as well 
as every township In tixe county, elects one 
chief and two assistant assessors. In the dis¬ 
charge of their duties these usscssor8.onc:i every 
three years, visit and value each ple<« of 
property In their ward or township, and give 
U) the owner of each piece of proj>erty asKcjssed 
a written notice of the day of appeal, which 
appeal is heard by the Ckxmmissioncrs of tlie 
county on the day appointed, the owner of the 
property being heard on the one part and tho 
Chief Assessor on the other, and the decision 
Is made by tlie Commissioners. 

In this manner the value of each piece of 
property in each ward is fixed and asct'i-mined 
after a proper hearing, and is entered on tho 
county duplicate, and fixes the valuation of 
all property then valued for the ensuing three 
years. 

But it Is duty of tlie Ward or Township As¬ 
sessors, in the fall of each intermediate year, 
to go over their district and to make returns 
of any buildings or improvements that have 
been erected since tlie previous assessment, 
and to assess or value them, with notice to 
the owner of the valuation and the day of ap¬ 
peal as before. 

In this manner the duplicates of the county 
set forth the separate and total valuation of 
the property in the county every throe years 
and the additions or property destroyed in the 
intermediate years. 

In order to prevent the County Assessors of 
any w'ardor township from making a valua¬ 
tion of the property therein at low valuations 
thereof, in order to escape taxation, the County 
Commissioners are required to organize them¬ 
selves into a Board of itevislon and I'kiualiza- 
tion, and having been sworn before the Judges 
of the Court, sit as a Board of lievlslon and 
Equalization for the whole county, Including 
the wards of the city. 

We have thus provided a system of assess¬ 
ment, with notice and heariug, with an ulti¬ 
mate appeal Ut court, and a Boiird of Equal¬ 
izers to prevent one locality Iroiu iiavlug any 
advantage over another. 

In connection with this system the law pro¬ 
vides that the City Board of Assessors shall 
take tile county duplicates of the triennial as¬ 
sessment and if they find any property or im¬ 
provements in the city not afreaidy thereon, 
they are to add tiiem to the list of properly In 
the city until they get tlie prop(;rty In the city 
accurately described, so that the same may be 
valued and assessed by them. After having 
perfeci/Cd the description of all the property in 
the city, and valued and classified the same, 
the said assessed value and classification sball 
remain until the next triennial assessment; 
they being required in the intermediate years 
to add any new improvements that may 
have been returned by the local Assessors to 
the county, or that they may find out them¬ 
selves, as having been made and finished 
when making up the annua) valuation, and 
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tt> muko (IctluctlonM on accKmnt of property 
tlcHtroyod. 

Tht»H(» are the only cUitlos nnd fHJWorM of the 
Hoard of aKNONHorK under the law, iih 1h oleurly 
Met forth In the opinion of the h'arned <1ty 
AtUirney, which Ik herewith returm^d. And an 
fipta^arK In Maid oplnloit, the tK>ard have no 
|K)wer under the law to j<raht any exoneration 
wdiatevcr. 

The greater number of the petitions lieforo 
jrour comniUtec are ac<’<impanlc<l by certifi¬ 
cates of exoneration ftoiu the lk)ara of As¬ 
sessor, and as Die triennial aHscssuient was in 
18 H:i, the parties either paid the tax that y<“ar 
nr w’cre exonerated, contrary to law’, ana 
reaped an advantage they were not entitled 
to. 

The ordinance regulating the Ihxvrd of As- 
Kcss<>rs was not in foix^*. In 1H83, and. as the Act 
of lH7n gives to Councils the power to coin im‘1 
the city otfleers to do their duly, Die Ordin¬ 
ance was passed for the purpose of i^iinpolling 
them to comply with the law, as above stated, 
to keep the duplicates open to all citizens, and 
to require proper notice of a day of hearing Ui 
the parly who is about to be taxed. 

The Ordinance being In force this year pre¬ 
vented the acceptance by the City Treasurer 
of any exonerations, and the attention of the 
Oouncils and the attention of the public Is 
called for the first time, ofticlally, to the want 
of cfllclency, the ignorance of the law, and the 
Ulcgul lllKjrality of the Hoard of Assessors In 
(he dlstrihulion of favors. 

As many of the petitions for exoneration 
were referred to the Committee on Appeals, 
and as many are being presented at each 
meeting of Councils, the total amount that 
may be asked for this year cannot now be as¬ 
certained, 

Hut as the Ordinance was not in force last 
vear, and exonerations were issued by the 
lioard, and received by the Treasurer as so 
much money, without question as to their va¬ 
lidity, the sum total thus granted will not onlv 
show the necessity for the Ordinance, but will 
also prove the entire unfitness of the then 
officers of the Board for the discharge of their 
duties. 

Tlie valuation of the whole city at Die trien¬ 
nial assessment of 188,% as returned to the 
Councils, and reported to the Controller, w'as 
$Jl8,/i««,91U. 

The valuation in 1884, being an intermediate 
year, is 18,010,90,5, being $200,(8X5 less Dion last 
year, notwlthshinding the large number and 

f reat value of Die buiTdihgs that were erected. 
II addition to this loss there were individual 
exonerations issued atnountiiig in the aggre- 
gutc to the enormous sum of $78,95.3.81. 

This, with the sivlaries and expense of the 
office, viz.; $18,0(X) made the cost of that office 
to the city last year nearly one hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars. 

The expenditure of $18,000 per year for the 
purpose, under the intention of the law, to 
procure a just and equalized valuation of the 
taxable property of the citizens. 

The Board has the advantage of the county 
duplicates made up from actual observation 
by the Ixical Assessors, They have the plans 
of the city lots in detail, furnished them at a 
great expense, and they could have their own 
observations, and yet with all this data they 
either make mistakes in one year to the 
amount of nearly eighty thousand dollars, or 
else granted exonerations to that amount 
where no mistake was made. 

The expenditure of this large sum of money

By tills division of duty the Intent of the 
law to prevent dlscrlminution In favor of one 
locality as against others Is rendered nuga¬ 
tory, and the liahlllty to unequal asst^ssments 
removable by Die (Vninty ('olnmlsshiners Is 
again restored by the Board of City As.sessors. 
while the City (Councils have no authority t<» 
make or ciiange assessments or lo grant ex¬ 
onerations w'herc h’gttl assessments have I>e4*n 
made, yet the city <*annot h’gally or Justly re¬ 
ceive or reUilu money paid as tax(*s wh^'re nfi 
property existed on which a tax could tic 
levied, or where property was llh^ally taxisL 

The liOi^al Assessors return each fall to the 
cou nty duplliratos t he build 1 ngs that have ts'cn 
tinished In their districts, and the City Boanl 
each winter have these returns on the dupll* 
cates furnished them by the county. 

Huithelkiard this year pnx’ured from the 
Building InstK'Ctor a list of all the imtiiDU 
granted liy him during 188Jt, together with Die 
(rontraol price of the building. 

They then assessed the mvnern with these 
buildings without suiting wind particular lot 
they were on, and at tne contract price or 
value. 

In cases before your commlUee the lsM*al 
Assessor hod made the proiH-r return of the 
bviildlngs he had found eri'cted, they had gone 
Into the county nnd city duplicates, and were 
again valued and assesscfl to (he owners from 
the llKt of permits, nnd In some casesimsess- 
ments were made on the strength of the pr- 
mits Tvhcrc the owners of property find 
changed their minds and did not build the 
houses. 

The law requires the l#ocaI Assessors and 
Die Board of Assessors to assess property at 
Its cash value—w’hat it would bring at a fair 
sale. But this year the City Boanl, having 
obtained from the Building Inspector the eon- 
tract price, assessed the houses at that valua¬ 
tion, while a similar house, built only a year 
before, was assessed at its cash value under 
the legal rule, and, as many instances will 
show, houses of about the same value, In the 
same neighborhood, show a dlfTercnce In the 
assessed value of about 50 tier cent. In favor ot 
one a year or two old. 

Many of the petitioners complain of theo%*er 
valuation and classification of their pro|>crty, 
but ns the law makes the Board the only 
judges of those questions, j’our committee cart 
see no remedy but at the next triennial assess¬ 
ment. when the parties ean appeal to the 
Board or afterurards D) the Court. 

As to the clerical error cases the Councils, 
under the Act of 1875, can direct the Board D> 
make the correction necessary to show the 
true valuation.

Dear Sir—I n order to aid as far as poasIWo 
your committee and CounclKs In settling the 
question as to the iwwerand duty of the Board 
of Assessors in granting relief by way of ex¬ 
onerations, I respectfully submit to you my 
opinion: 

First—The Act of Assembly of May H, 11174, 
(Pamphlet Uiws enacts “iT^atall churches 
meetfng-houses, or other regular places of stat¬ 
ed worship, all burial grounds not used or held 
for private or corporate nroftt, all hospitals, uni- 
verltles, colleges, seminaries, academies, as¬ 
sociations and institutions of learning, benev¬ 
olence, or charity, and all school houses, &c.. 
be and the same are hereby exempted from all 
and every county, city, borough, bounty, road, 
school and poor tax." 

Second—The Act of Assembly of May 6,1876, 
(Pamphlet I^aws 124), creating the Board of As¬ 
sessors, making no provision whatever for any 
exoneration, and contains no clause giving 
any such power to the Board. It provides that 
the Board shall take as a basis of the assess¬ 
ment the assessments as returned by the Ward 
Assessor to the County Commissioners. That 
they shall have power to revise, equalize, or 
alter such assessments, and to add any subject 
of taxation omitted therefrom. That they 
shall hear and determine all appeals with the 
right of the taxpayer to appeal therefrom to 
the {>>urt of Common Pleas. 

When the l^oard shall have thus altered and 
amended the list of all taxable property so as 
to arrive at its true cash value, they shall ag¬ 
gregate the amount of the value of the entire 
property of the city, which valuation shall re¬ 
main the lawful valuation for purposes of city 
taxation until the Board of Assessors have 
classified it with the three rates of taxation. 

Section 5, of the last cited Act, provides that 


“the said asHosKments when first made shall 
remain until the next triennial county vnlim- 
tlon, subject only t4> such additions (that is 
where improvements are nnvdc and transfers 
that Is when the ownership ciuifig<*s)and liicl- 
dental niU^rations." Thai Is, alterations In 
the dewrri ptioii of the subject niatb^r of the 
iiixaltoii, such f»s the alteration in the lines, or 
riuiuitlty of land, or number of buildings, or 
any other alteration nec'essary to perfect the 
description of the projwrty, or, lis tiie Act has 
It, **nc(iCHHary to perfect the asw^ssment for 
each year’s tax levy," ami the act enjoins the 
same duty in intermediate years. 

Ho that the Board have no other dutes or 
powers except to iimke the assessment as 
herein stated: 

First. To ascertain the cimrmder and de¬ 
scription of the property from the county du¬ 
plicates. 

Hecond. To change the description tlicrcln 
In accordance with the facts as they may find 
them. 

Tilled. To classify the rate of taxation. 

Fourth, To hear appeals and certify appeals 
to court. 

Fifth. To make additions where there are 
any made on the property. 

Sixth. To make transfers on their books 
where the property changes ownership. 

Seventh. And to make such incidentlal al¬ 
terations in the description as may be neces¬ 
sary to perfect the description and assessment 
so that the party assessed shall be taxed only 
on the correct amount of property owned by 
him.

Gentlemen:— The Committee on Natural 
Gas, to whom was referred An Ordinance enti¬ 
tled, “An Ordinance providing the manner In 
which pipes shall be laid and natural gas con¬ 
ducted through the streets of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, beg leave to return the same to C4»un- 
cils with the following statement of facts re¬ 
lating to the history of the Introduction of gas 
as fuel, c nd ask the consideration thereof from 
Councils. The condition under which it was 
introduced, the manner In which the pipes for 
its conveyance were laid, and in so Iw as the 
same could be procured from those having a 
knowledge of such matters, a statement of the 
natural laws govering the flow of gases under 
pressure with such deductions ns to your Com¬ 
mittee seem to bear an important relation to 
the subject In hand. 

The feasibility of conveying natural gas 
from the wells in Butler county, a distance of 
about twenty-five miles, was demonstrated by 
the laying of a six-inch line for the purpose of 
supplying spang, Chalfani A (k>., and Grafl, 
Bennett & Co., at Bbarpsburg and Mill vale. 










where It was used as a substitute for coal. The 
result demonstrated that natural ean, If It 
could bo supplied inquantlty, would be largely 
used by manufacturers of Pittsburgh, 

The discovery of largo quantities of natural 
gas at Murraysville in Westmoreland county 
brought the source of sunpty some miles 
nearer to Pittsburgh^ and In the Penn Fuel 
and Fuel Gas t'oinpanlcs (since consolidated) 
were formed at about the same time for the 
purpose of supplying gas la largo quantities 
rrom this new Held. Tne first of these com- 
oatilos to supply gusto inahufacturors was the 
Penn Fuel, which brought its line to the Alle¬ 
gheny river, wlille the Fuel Gas Company 
shortly after reached the Monongahela for the 
urposo of supplying the inanufaeturers on 
otn sides of that river. 

On the coinineaccment of delivery of gas 
through these pipes public attention was Tm- 
medlately drawn to the danger which might re¬ 
sult from the introduction of tliis new and 
valuable, but yet highly explosive fuel. It was 
argued, however, by those engaged in supply 
the fuel, that natural gus liad been largely 
used in small towns throughout the oil regions 
with entire freedom from accidents, and that 
the fears of the residents along the lines were 
groundless. 

In May, 1884, gas was discovered in the 
Twenty-first ward of this city; the fiow was so 
great that the owners felt justified in securing 
autiiority to pipe the same through the streets 
to supply manufacturers and other consumers. 
When an Ordinance was presented for this pur¬ 
pose it was objected to on account of the dan¬ 
ger that might arise from carrying the high 
pressure through the streets- The matter was 
thoroughly discussed by a special committee 
of Councils, who, afterduedeliberation, recom¬ 
mended a modified ordinance, which was finally 
passed, grantingthe rightto convey thegas un¬ 
der certain restrictions, and those restrictions 
it was thought would insure safety- 
Councils were asked shortly after the pass¬ 
age of what is known as the “ Westiiighouse ** 
ordinance to grant to several other parties the 
right to lay pipes, and privileges were granted 
to them without the restrictions imposed in the 
ordinance first referred to, the belief at tliat 
time in most minds being to the effect that 
there was not so much danger attending the 
transportation of gas as had been feared when 
the “Westinghouse” ordinance was before 
Councils. 

The explosion at Thirty-fourth street and 
Penn avenue as the result of a leak in the 
mains of the Penn F'uel Company, and previ¬ 
ous but less disastrous, and later explosions 
have led to a renewal of the assertions that 
the gas is highly dangerous, and that the lives 
of the citizens of Pittsburgh should not be 
further imperiled by its introduction in the 
present crude manner. At the same time it is 
recognized by all that tnis fuel, if it can be in¬ 
troduced with safety, is of too great a value to 
this community to be excluded, because it in¬ 
timately concerns the welfare of every indivi¬ 
dual for reasons which readily present them¬ 
selves to the mind, and need not here be dis¬ 
cussed. 

It now seems proper (in fact imperative) that 
Councils should make such regulations as will 
insure freedom from accidents in the convey¬ 
ance anddellveryof natural gas, and to do this 
intelligently requires: First, A consideration of 
the lawsgoverlng the flow of gases under pres¬ 
sure. Second, The size of pipe to be used. 
Third, The maximum pressure to be carried 
within the pipes. Fourth, The regulation of 


the pressure so that It shall not exceed the safe 
limit. Fifth, The kind of pipe to bo used. 
Hixth, The provisions for the expansion and 
contraction of metals. Seventh, The provisions 
for carrying away safely an accidental leakage. 
Klghth, The manner In puttingdown the pipes. 
Ninth, The te.stliig of the i)lpe8 before using. 

Your committee have conferred with a num¬ 
ber of persons having general or special 
knowledge of the subject und<*»* disciissloii, 
and presents the following information us the 
result of tliese conferences. According to the 
accepted laws a pipe of six inches In diameter 
and sixteen miles long (about the size and 
lengtli of one of the lines used by the Fenn 
Fuel Company) will deliver at a pressure of 
sixty-two and a half pounds [)er square inch at 
the source of supply, half as much us it will at 
two hundred and fifty pounds, other conditions 
being the same; thus It will be seen that two 
pipes with sixty-two and n halt pounds pres¬ 
sure each will deliver as much gas os will one 
of tiic same diameter at two hundred and fifty 
pounds. Again, any pipe will deliver ono- 
thlrd the quantity of gas at twenty-eight tliat 
It will at two hundred and fifty pounds, which 
Is to say three pipes of equal diameter at 
twenty-eight pounds will deliver as much gas 
as will one of the same diameter with two 
hundred and fifty pounds. A pipe four miles 
long of a given diameter, and with a given 
pressure will deliver twice as much gas as the 
same size pipe, if sixteen miJcslong, at the same 
pressure. A twelve-inch pipe has the carrying 
capacity at the same pressure of six six-inch 
pipes, so that if a given quantity of gas was to 
be transported through pipes of these sizes in 
a six-inch, it would require two hundred and 
fifty pounds pressure, while in the twelve inch 
less than eight pounds would be re^iuired, 

A consideration of these statements with 
reference to the fiow of gas shows tliat high 
pressure is needed only with small pipes, and 
that large pipes are needed to ensure a suffici¬ 
ent capacity at comparatively low pressure. 

Pressure.—Owing to the character of the 
material to be transported, the pressure ought 
to be regulated by some positive means so as 
to never exceed a safe limit, and as whaf con¬ 
stitutes a safe limit is a matter very difficult of 
solution. Large pipes are laid under the 
streets of the entire city for the carriage of 
water at high pressure, and the comparative 
freedom from ruptures would indicate that a 
high pressure of any material may be safeiy 
carried In similar pipes. Occasionally, how¬ 
ever, the water pipes burst, and as a conse¬ 
quence cause more or less damage. Consider¬ 
ing the dangerous character of the material 
to be carried the margin of safety ought, 
for natural gas, at least to be five times as 
great as is allowed in the case of water, which 
would bring the maximum pressure to be tol¬ 
erated not far from-- pounds to the square 

inch, and tlie pressure should be much below 
this limit where there are extraordinary cir¬ 
cumstances demanding a greater degree of 
safety from rupture. 

Aside from the risk of rupture comes the 
question of leakage, which, through a given 
aperture, is much greater at a higli than at a 
low pressure. Under the first head the advant¬ 
age of the use of large pipes i.s very fully set 
forth. The larger the pipes the less the ne¬ 
cessity for high pressure. 

It has been demonstrated in the use of 
natural gas in manufactories, that with pipes 
of proper size not over one pound per square 
inch is required for the delivering the gas into 
the furnaces in sufficient quanity, and that the

aure should be so constructed that In no event 
could they be changed to increase the presBUi'O 
above the limit. 

The kind of pipe to be used will depend ujKin 
the size that Is necessary to carry the volume 
Ol gas needed for a spceiilitd purpose. The 
mains should obviously bo mtule as large as 
pos.sible, and In their selection the companies 
doing the work can well bo guided by the 
practice in the supply of water for which large 
pipes are used, and upon which the pressure 
is usually very high, and often very severe 
owing to the non-compresslblllty of the 
water. In this practice cast Iron pipes, owing 
to their greater durability when buried In the 
ground, nave universally been selected. Kxtra 
precautions should, however, be taken In the 
manufacture and testing of the pipe for this 
purpose, In order to insure a margin of safety 
that will err (if at all) on the safe side. 

For street mains for the supply of gas at low 
pressure, and in small quantities, the kind of 
pipes used is not so material, and the selection 
of it will largely depend upon the question of 
cost. 

All metals when subject to a change in tem¬ 
perature expand or contract according os the 
temperature is increased or decreased. 

A piece of iron or pipe one hundred feet 
long has a variation in length of nearly one 
inch for a hundred degrees change intein])cra' 
ture. 

If laid a sufficient depth below the surface 
the change in the temperature of the pipe dur¬ 
ing the year will probably not be above twenty- 
five to thirty degrees; or, about onc-guartor of 
an inch for every hundred feet. 

All metals are more or Jess elastic, and this 
elasticity would, if the pipes and Joints were 
of equal strength, probably be sufficient to in¬ 
sure freedom from rupture. Wrought iron 
pipes, however, are almost universally pro¬ 
vided with threads at each end, and the cutting 
of the threads has a tendency to reduce the 
strength of pipe at these points to considerably 
less than one-half of the balance of the pipe 
between the threads. Contraction, thereloi-e, 
has a tendency to pull the pipes In tw'o at or 
near their screwed ends; the tendency depend¬ 
ing largely upon the variation in temperature, 
which variations are largely dependent upon 
the depth at which the pipes are buried. 

The explosion at I’hirty-fourth street has 
been ascertained to have resulted from the 
breakage of a cast iron tee-fitting, and it Is rea¬ 
sonable to suppose that the fracture was in 
some degree due to the contraction of the pipes 
which was laid in this case too near the sur¬ 
face of the ground. 

Opening of the streets for the purpose of 
rcmedyingdefccts in ordinary illuminating gas 
mains is not unusal, and Judging from this it is 
to be inferred that natural gas pipes when sub¬ 
ject to a higher pressure will be quite as liable 
to leakage os ordinary gas mains. The escap¬ 


ing gas, however I when the preiu«im« U eonsid- 
erable, ai*cu mu lutes a premnjix* around the 
pipes and grii<luully forces Its way in the dlrec** 
tion of the least ix^sistuneis ainl when tiie 
ground is frozen, may ttiid Its wav into cellars 
and biiildiiigs in sufficient ijuantlty to ennst* 
explosions. 

Bnitalde |>n>vlsl<m should miido for carry¬ 
ing to the atmosphere any gas which may es¬ 
cape frcmi Joints, and the jin>vision should l»e 
of such cliuructor that passages provJdiNl f<»r 
the esfxijm of waste gas could not is-oios<K] by 
the action of frost, and should have a sitllicl* 
cut capacity to discharge a large volume of gas, 
and further urrangeiiicnts for such es<rut>e 
should lie arrungtst in such man nor that the 

{ Kiirit of cscBiH* will 1 k> rf'arlily dcU-cUxI and 
ocuUmI in orucT that ngmlrs iimy Ik» sjaMHllly 
effoeb'd. 

The trenches for t he pipe should lie sunk a 
sufficient depth to guard against the action of 
frost. When the earth is of clay or sand the 
pipes can be laid without protection, but when 
the pipes are laid through made ground, com¬ 
posed largely of ashes and cinders, enough 
should 1)0 reinovfHl and replnco^l l>y clay ami 
sand to ensure that the metal shall i)e cntln;ly 
free from the action of the cinders. 

Unnecessary strains and Itends should l)e 
avoided, in fact the W’ork should done only 
by corniMdent men, and should not t>e left to 
unskilled lalK)r,as hiu» evidently iKH^nthe case, 
and a necessary resultof t he great iiasie on the 
nait of the owners of lines who were pn>bal)ly 
largely influenced by a drsln» to occupy the 
flcUl in advance of coinp«^tlton*. 

PijKJS having been laid and properly Jointe<i 
they should hi) subjectcxl tn an air pn*ssiirc of 
at least ton times that which it is pniposed to 
carry, and nil leaks should l)e sought after and 
the defects made good !)efore the least ciiver- 
trig is put U|>on the pi|)e. The testing of the 
pipe should be iiiider the sup<*rvfsion of a 
competent agent of the city. 

Compressed air is recommended for the test¬ 
ing of the ]>i|)eB, l)ecause its discharge frrim 
the pines after the testing is cornpletfxl is un- 
attemled with danger, whereas gns eseaping In 
large quantities may be a source of consider¬ 
able risk. 

It is asserte*! that the gre^ater amount of 
leakage from the pitH'S take's place at gate- 
valves and flttings; these are usually locate*! 
in large wooden Imxes; instead of this crude 
device these flttings ought to Ik* enclosed in 
gas-tight iron cases providefl with siiitaltle 
vents, in fact large spaces under ground ad¬ 
jacent to pipes and flttings ought to be avoided, 
for in the event of an explosive mixture l)oing 
formed within such space's an explosion is 
easily caused. 

If an unlimited numlHjr of corporations are 
to be allowed to supply ms within the city 
limits great precautions will have to be taken 
in the opening of streets in order to avoid the 
rupture of pipes that have lanm previously 
laid, and safety seems to demand that before 
any streets shall be opened a plan shall Ik* 
furnished to the (Mty Engineer showing the 
proposed location of the pUkj. and that theUUy 
Engineer should have theimwcrto pr<!vent the 
opening of a street If In his Judgment the pro¬ 
posed operation will be a source of danger. 

The authority to order a summary reduction 
or cutting off of the preiwurc In any line of 
pipe should be provided for. 

Each company, firm, or individual conveying 
gas through the streets should lie reaulre*! to 
keep an accurate plan which shall give com. 
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pleto laforinatlon an to tho locution of all 
valves and flttingHjacopyof which nlan should 
he tiled with the (XmnnlHsioner of IilKhways. 

The ollicers of the Fuel (las Company claim 
that thtrir chaiter KftV'o them authority to lay 
their pipes In any inunner that they saw tit, 
and as a consequence many miles of pipes are 
now under the streets of the city, the condition 
of which should he ascertained before they are 
peniiitted to bo used for the pnrposo of sup¬ 
plying’^as. The entire lenjrtn or these pipes 
should he carefully Inspectct! and, the necessary 
I>rovisions for cnsnrinjt safety should be 
iwIonUid and tests made before the i^lpes are 
ag’uin covered. 

The decision of the Suivrcario Court declaring 
the act of 1874 did not authorize the formation 
of’natural jupas companies has jfivon Councils 
an excellent opportunity for pussinK a a’cncral 
ordinance for rcKulatlUK the carriag’C of na¬ 
tural gras under the streets of the (;lty of Fitts- 
burg-h. 

In the ordinance herewith submitted it Is 
provided that under certain conditions a 
double line of pipe shall be used. This pro¬ 
vision should perhaps receive some special 
notice In this report. 

In previous discussions of this question the 
opix>8itlon to a double pipe clause was chiefly 
i)asod upon the allegation tliat patents were 
In existence covering certain forms of double 
pipe for the conveyance of naturul gas, and 
that gas companies would (If this proviso was 
Inserted) become tributary to the owners of 
that patent. Without entering Into the ques¬ 
tion of the scope of these patents or the one of 
whetlicr a double pipe per se. necessarily in¬ 
fringes them your committee are of the 
opinion that the objections stated should, un¬ 
der existing circumstances, receive no consid¬ 
eration whatever. It is a matter which con¬ 
cerns only the companies and their dividends. 

The first duty which the citizens call upon 
Councils to perform is to provide for the safety 
of the people in their person and property. 

If this safety can be promoted by a regula¬ 
tion which may incidentally cause a transfer 
of cash from the treasury of a gas company to 
the pocket of the owner of a device for safety, 
what interest have the people for or against 
that transfer? The companies and owners of 
patents will be found abundantly able to take 
cAre of themselves. 

The courts are open, and it is against public 
policy for Councils to attempt to decide tlie 
question whether or not certain described 
devices arc patented or patentable so long as 
these devices commend themselves to com¬ 
mon sense in any effort to provide for safety 
to the community against the ravages of an 
agent more dangerous than gunpowder. Aside 
from these considerations It remains a fact 
that under the provisions of the ordinance 
submitted no company need be compelled to 
use a double pipe and yet tho full measure of 
safety be assured. Tho choice lies between 
single pipe of a lame diameter w’ith low pres¬ 
sure and double pipe of small diatneter with 
high pressure. Your committee would point 
Tiutthe fact that already many mflesof large di¬ 
ameter low-pressure pipe arc laid In the city 
and county, which would indicate that a regula¬ 
tion w’^hlch would accept pipe of this class as 
an alternative is not impracticable, ora hard¬ 
ship to the gas companies. 

And while your committee would advocate 
the utmost degree of liberality consistent with 
>ubllc safety in dealing with these companies, 
t should be borne in mind that they are not 
In the business of supplying natural gas as a 


purely missionary enterprise. Their first ob¬ 
ject {and a iwrfeclly legitimate one it isji Is to 
make money for their sUwkholders, and Conn¬ 
ells should not hesitate coiu^ernlng a regula¬ 
tion because it may cost a gas <!ompany 
something to comi>ly with the eondltlons. 

To the rcprc'sentativcs of the iwople tho pub¬ 
lic saHfjty Is of more consetlilchco than tlie 
size of such eompanh‘H* dividends, and If 
Councils provide for tbat safety tho company 
may he depended upon to Utke care of the 
dividends.”

conipcnsullon uc tendered for such carriage. 
Upon laihire to agree upon the questions of 
ca])aclty or proper eompensatlon, the same
